FOOD STAMPS 
ARE EXPLAINED 


Grocers and Relief Clients 
Hear Talk by Surplus 
Market Aid 


W illard O. Delzer, food represen­ 
tative of the surplus m arketing ad­ 
m inistration, 
last n igh t 
explained 
the plans and procedure of the new 
food stam p plan to a p p r o x im a l’ 
50 grocers and relief clien ts it a 
m eeting in city council cham bers. 
D elzer estim ated th at tile plan 
would increase the purchasing pow­ 
er of people on both direct a n i in ­ 
direct relief by as m uch as 50 per 
cent by m aking available to them, 
| through the use of 
governm ent- 
issued stam ps, certain surplus feeds. 
T he foods 
w’ould be 
listed in a 
.m onthy 
bulletin 
to grocers and 
w holesalers. He also set the corn - 
ty gain rn new food sales at $15,000 
to $20,000 a m onth. 
W ho May Use Plan 
I 
Amoijg those eligible to co-oper­ 
ate i i the plan are people who are 
on W PA, or are receiving direct re­ 
lief. relief for the aged, aid to d e­ 
pendent children, aid for th e blind, 
etc. Use of the plan is purely vol­ 
untary for both consum ers and re­ 
tailers. 
Persons who can qualify for par­ 
ticipation will be notified by m ail 
of their eligibility, Delzer said. They 
will receive instructions then as to 
the 
am ount of food stam ps that 
they m ay purchase. 
T he stam ps 
will be honored at any of the par­ 
ticipating stores and will then be 
turned over to either wholesalers, 
banks, or the Cleveland audit bur­ 
eau of the surplus m arketing ad­ 
m inistration where they will be con ­ 
verted into cash.

Reports to Stockholders 
It is common practice in business 
to keep the stockholders informed 
periodically as to the condition of 
the company. The reasons for tills 
are plain, the stockholders are the 
owners of the 
business and they 
have a right to be kept posted on 
matters of common interest. 
No 
one 
questions 
this 
right or the 
soundness of the practice. 
In various ways ti ie same princi­ 
ple is applied to public affairs. Here 
it is the public generally and the 
voters 
particularly who are Hie 
"stockholders” of 
government in 
all Its phases and activities. 
If it is sound ana neces ary to 
acquaint the stockholders of a pri­ 
vate business with the state ct ifs 
affairs at regular 
Interval , it is 
vastly more important that the pub­ 
lic be kept informed as to the con­ 
duct and condition of the public 
business. This is especially true in 
matters of important public trust 


and, in 
particular, 
where public 
funds are concerned. 
Among 
the 
most common but 
important forms of official adver­ 
tising in virtually all states are the 
fiscal reports of school board*.,, rn 
county and state treasurers, lidue- 
iary officers, and many others. Thn 
public 
notice 
appearing 
in the 
newspapers is the best means of 
making such information a matter 
of wide general record. The mount­ 
ing tax burden and the increasing 
demands upon government maken 
more important than ever that the 
statutory provisions for keeping the 
public informed on public business, 
especially finances, be fully obser­ 
ved.
